The Legislature originally allocated $2.5 million per year to fund the program. So, the 


program's funding level was $2.5 m from FY 2006 thru FY 2009 - was this TANF federal? (See 


FACT Sheet) This amount increased to $4 million per year for FY 2010 and FY 2011. Is it still 


TANF federal? (It is a blend between TANF and GR) (See FACT Sheet for detail of percentages 
for each year) Is this program still a rider in the approps bill? 


The provider reimbursement rates proposed by TPCN and agreed to by HHSC have not been 
adjusted for inflation or other reasons since the inception of the program in 2005. What is the 
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rate? ($1.05 a minute for counseling) TPCN proposed the same rate that had been used for over 


10 years by Pennsylvania's Real Alternatives Program—the program which served as a model in 
developing the Alternatives to Abortion Program in Texas.
